School Gommittee’s 


REPORT. 


—LDLLDLLADLLDLDLOLLL OEE 


In preparing this Annual Report required by law, it is the inten- 
tion of the Committee to give a statistical account and the standing of 
the schools, with such remarks and suggestions as he thinks proper. 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


ALBERT J. SANBORN. Teacher. Leneth of the school 10 weeks 
and 4 days. Amount of appropriation, $70. Wages of teacher, $25. 
Prudential Committee, John M. Weare.. Average age of scholars, 12 
vears. Whole number of scholars, 16. Average attendance, 82.— 
Amount appropriated to each scholar, belonging in the district, $5. 
The teacher went through, had good order, and the scholars made 
good improvement ; their recitations were prompt and correct. I 
consider this school to class equal with any in town; not that I wish 
to convey the idea that 2?4 months schooling with 16 scholars, is bet- 
ter than 8 months. with 70 scholars. Parents have taken interest to 
instruct their children at home: when they have a school, scholars at- 
tend promptly. Number of visits by citizens and others, 8. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


PRUDENTIAL CoMMITTEE, Joshua Janvrin. Amount of appro- 
nriation, $188.50. Miss Ellen A. Leavitt, commenced this school 
May 9th, and taught the summer and winter schools. The whole 
number of scholars in the summer school, 60. Average attendance, 
58 per eent. Average age of scholars, 8'2 years. Length of the 
school, 15 weeks. Wages of the teacher, $23. Amount appropriat- ' 
ed by the town to each scholar, $2.69. Instances of tardiness, 200. 
Dismissals, 229. Number of visits by citizens and others, 22. 

The winter term commenced Sept. 26, ending Jan. 20th. Whole 
number of Scholars, 60. Average attendance, 65.8 per cent. Av- 
erage age of scholars 8.vears and 8 months. Instances of tardiness, 
285. Dismissals, 155. Number of visits by citizens and others, 21. 
Whole number of scholars that have attended school in the district, 70. 

Your Committee found this school still and orderly, with good im- 
provement made, many of the scholars well advanced for their age, most 
of them being young. Miss Leavitt isa successful teacher. She has the 
love of her scholars, and the respect of parents. This school has been 
taught by Miss Leavitt 26 months, to the satisfaction ofthe district. 


DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 


PRUDENTIAL Comm iTTEEF, William Beckman. Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss Helen Philbrick. Length of school, 12 weeks and 3 
days. Whole number of scholars, 68. Average attendance, 69.7 per 
cent.—The attendance of scholars was lessened considerably by sick- 
ness in the district.—Average age of scholars, 8 years, and 1 month. 
Wages of teacher. $16. Instances of tardiness, 825. Dismissals, 72. 
Number of visits by citizens and others, 8. Number of pupils not ab- 
sent one-half day, 2. 
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Sickness prevented Miss Philbrick from finishing the summer term, 
eonsequently 1 made no examination 

When your committee visited the school, he found it orderly, and it 
appeared to be the teacher’s aim to make good improvement. As far 
as I am acquainted, satisfaction was given to the district. 

The remainder of the summer term was taught by Miss Anna L. 
Spalding, 7 weeks and 2 days. Teacher’s wages, $16. Whole nfum- 
ber of Scholars, 63. Average attendance, 66.6 per cent. Instances 
of tardiness, 114. Dismissals, 12. Pupils not absent one-half\ day, 4. 

This was Miss Spalding’s first school. She felt very anxious to suc- 
ceed, many of the scholars made improvement. She says, had many 
of the parents trusted and upheld her, in trying to make their chil- 
dren do their duty, much more improvement would have been made. 
The school was not so studious and orderly as it should have been, to 
make great progress. I think this would be a good school with proper 
training ; there are too many scholars for a new beginner. 

Winter Term.—Teacher, Calvin S. Brown. Wages of Teacher, 
$32. Whole number of Scholars, 70. Average attendance, 51-1 per 
cent. Length of school, 11 weeks. Instances of tardiness, 98. Dis- 
missals, 43. Not absent one-half day, 4. Average age of scholars 9 
years, 9 months. This was Mr. Brown’ssecond school. Some of the 
scholars made good improvement: Still the school is belgw where it 
should be for the appropriation made. Whole number of scholars at- 
tending school, 75. 

Amount of appropriation made to each scholar by the town, $2.51. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR. 


JONATHAN WALTON, Prudential Committee. Amount of appro- 
priation $188.50. ‘eachers, Miss M. Abby Shaw, Summer Term. 
A. M. Huntington, Winter Term. Summer Term, whole number of 
Scholars, 67. Average attendance 73-1 per cent. Over 16 years of 
age 0. Average age of scholars 8 years, 8 months. Length of school 
16 weeks. Wages of Teacher $18. Instances of tardiness 245. Dis- 
missals 285. Number of visits by citizens and others 15. Examining 
this school at the close, I found it studious, orderly, thorough instruc- 
tion given, and good improvement made. Miss Shaw is an experienc- 
ed, thorough teacher, her services, are well appreciated by your Com- 
mittee. 

Winter term. Whole number of scholars 68. Average attendance 
71.1 percent. Length of school 12 weeks. Teachers wages $34.— 
Scholars over 16 years, 4. Average age of scholars, 10 years 10 
months. ‘Tardiness, 122. Dismissals, 14. Pupils not absent one half 
day, 3. Number of visits by citizens and others, 3. Mr. Huntington 
had the experience of 69 months, as teacher, before this term. He 
exercised his scholars on the first principles, and laid a better founda- 
tion. His school was orderly and still, and made good improvement. 
Whole number of scholars attending school in the district, 74. A- 
mount appropriated by the town to each scholar attending school, 
p2.04. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE. 


Henry Harton, Prudential Committee. Epwin laron, Teacher, 
Summer and Winter terms. Wages of teacher, $31. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, Summer term, 100. Average attendance, 67.28 per 
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cent. Scholars over 16 years 1. Average age of scholars 9 years 7 
months. Amount of approprigtion, $188.50. Instances of tardiness, 
575. Dismissals, 68. Pupils n6t absent one half day, 2. Number of 
visits by citizens and others, 1. I visited this school at the commence 
ment with the Prudential Committee, who wished the school to be 
well attended, and make good improvement. I found the school full, 
and the teacher laboring to make good progress. ‘The school closed 
sooner than I was informed it would, consequently I made it no visit. 
Length of the Summer school 23 weeks. On commencing again, I 
visited the school, and found it in good order, and improvement made. 

Winter term: Whole number 68. Average attendance 66.8 per 
cent. Length of school 9 weeks. Over 16 years ofage 1. Instances 
of tardiness 162. Pupils not absent one half day 4. I went to visit 
the school at the middle of the'term. ‘the teacher was attending the 
funeral of one of his neighbors. I had no information that the school 
was to close.. I went to visit the school when I supposed it was nearly 

through. It closed the day before. Amount appropriated to ‘each 
scholar in the district attending school, $1.88.. 

Whole number of scholars that have attended school the past year 
335. Average attendance in all of the schools 192. Leaving 143 ab- 
sent. ‘The question naturally arises, how can this evil be remedied? 
It must be mainly through the power and influence of home. Parents 
may create a public sentiment which will lead the children of every 
school district, to be constant and punctual in their attendance. It is 
in their power to prevent fall unnecessary absence. They can con- 
trol & direct within proper boundaries, the wishes of their offspring, or 
certainly yield their awn convenience in a matter of so much’ person- 
al and public importance. In many instances, scholars are kept from 
school for the most trivial excuse, and. for things which could be as 
well performed out of school hours, asin them. Now the effect of one 
day’s absence is always bad. ‘The lessons of that day are not commit+ 
ted. Come to review, these lessons not being committed hefore, are 
past over and lost. It may telf upon the pupil’s character forever.— 
Setting aside the bad example, it tends to disarrange the plans of teach- 
ers, discourage the class, and, except in cases that are actually neces- 

‘sary, whoever is allowed to keep up this hurtful practice, does gross in- 
justice to scholars, and all concerned. Parents should see, that the 
school room is a place of attraction, not an object ofrepulsiveness. Its 

furniture within, its play ground without, should wear the aspect of 
neatness, comfort, and rigid propriety. It should be fitted up so as to 
impress the pupil’s mind of its sacredness and its usefulness. PARENTS, 

’o long as you make the school room a jail, ora place you shun asa 

jail, can you expect your children to leve it? Let every parent say 
they will visit their children in school once, during the year. And 

' send them promptly, until they get the foundation of a good English 

education, become good readers, can measure a pile of wood, or a stick 
of timber, cast a note-at compound interest, before you take them from — 
the district school, to put on peacock feathers and comet’s tails.
